GREETINGS — In this 1948 catalogue you will find listed newer 
varieties which have made a satisfactory showing for us, either during 
the 1947 growing season or in previous years. Of the more recent 
introductions, we grew a great many that are not listed. We do not 
feel that we should list them unless they did make a good showing for 
us. Each variety listed has given a satisfactory showing and is worthy 
of your consideration, and we feel what we offer will give a dependable 
performance. We have tried to set forth their faults as well as their 
virtues. The older varieties listed have survived the years with credit 
and we know they are good. 


ORDERING — We do not solicit orders under $3.00. All orders 
over $5.00 will be sent prepaid — all orders under $5.00 will be shipped 
F.0.B. Aurora, Ohio. A deposit of 25% (Minimum $1.00) is required 
to hold orders, balance to be paid before shipment is made. We always 
try to include an extra bulb or two (depending upon the size of your 
order) for you to try and would appreciate your listing what you would 
like in the way of varieties. 

GUARANTEE — Our bulbs are guaranteed true to name and 
free from disease or thrips. Examine them immediately upon arrival 
and if not satisfactory, advise us. Occasional errors are humanly 
possible. Therefore, if any of the bulbs shall be found not as repre- 
sented, we will replace them, (together with something extra for your 
trouble) or we will refund your money if you will return the unsatis- 
factory stock. At no time will we be liable for more than the original 
amount paid for the bulbs. Due to conditions beyond our control, we 
are not responsible for growth of bulbs or bulblets. All orders are 
placed with the above understanding by the purchaser. 

SHIPPING — Shipping usually starts about March 1st, depending 
upon weather conditions. Express is the safest means of transporta- 
tion. If your express office is different from your postoffice, be sure 
to note it on your order. 

EARLY ORDERS — While we have a good stock of most of th¢ 
varieties listed, by placing your order early, you get the pick of the 
sizes and varieties. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT — Every order is acknowledged as soon 
as possible after its receipt. You should get your acknowledgment 
within two or three days, except in the busy spring season. The ac- 
knowledgment is our invoice and will be the only invoice you will get. 
A copy of the acknowledgment accompanies each shipment. Keep your 
invoice for future reference, and if necessary to communicate with us 
about the order, please quote the invoice number. 

BULB SIZES — The sizes listed are L (Large) —— sizes 1 and 2 
assorted; M (Medium) — sizes 3 and 4 assorted; S (Small) -— sizes 5 
and 6 assorted and B (Bulblets). 

GENERAL LIST — The continuation of the first line following 
the name of the variety, gives the name of the originator or intro- 
ducer, the year of introduction, approximate time from planting to 
blooming on large bulbs, and size and color code number, in the order 
named. Small sized florets are in the 200 series, 24” through 314”; 
medium sized florets are in the 300 series —- above 3%” and through 
456”: large are in the 400 series —- 442” through 5%”; and the giant 
sizes are listed as 500 — 5%” and larger. Prices shown in the follow- 
ing listings are the each price. Where dozen or hundred prices are 
shown, they follow the each price thus (12-50c — 100-$6.00). You may 
order 6 bulbs for one half the dozen price or 50 bulbs for one half the

PLANTING may be started as soon as the ground can be worked. 
The earlier plantings prove the most profitable from a selling point of 
view. Three or four bulbs to the foot is best. Closer planting will give 
you blooms but the bulbs need the additional space to properly develop. 
Plant bulbs from 4 to 6 inches deep, depending upon the soil. 


TREATMENT OF BULBS. It is wise to soak bulbs in a disin- 
fectant. BURN any bulbs showing evidence of rot or disease. Lysol 
is probably the easiest treatment, as Lysol can be obtained at any 
drug store. Use one teaspoonful to a quart of water, soak bulbs and 
bulblets three hours, drain and plant while still damp. New Improved 
Ceresan has also been very effective, but requires closer attention. 
Read directions very carefully before using N. I. Ceresan, and then 
follow them exactly — no deviation. Use one ounce of N. I. Ceresan, 
three teaspoons of Grasselli spreader sticker to make a paste, and then 
stir paste into three gallons of water. Dip bulbs for 15 minutes, bulb- 
lets for 80 minutes. WATCH TIME CAREFULLY. Plant promptly. 
You can also use mercuric chloride, one ounce to seven gallons of 
water. Soak 12 hours and then discard solution. In using N. I. Ceresan 
and mercuric chloride, be sure to remember that they are poison and 
handle accordingly. Use solutions in crock or wood containers as the 
chemicals act on metal.

THRIP CONTROL used to be quite a task, but since the advent 
of D.D.T., control is relatively simple. The thrip is a small. minute in- 
sect, which causes damage to the foliage, discoloration of the blooms 
and is the cause of the blasting of the buds. If you find a blasted bud, 
examine carefully and the chances are 9 out of 10 that you -will find 
it alive with yellow thrip. The older thrip is black, and is found mostly 
on the foliage. Start dusting when the spikes are about six inches 
high, using a 5% D.D.T. dust. Dust regularly, whether you see thrips 
or not, repeating at least every ten days throughout the season. Spot 
dust in addition when you note an infestation. A spray of 1 ounce of 
50% D.D.T. (wettable) in three gallons of water will also give good 
results. You can add Nicotine to this spray for use against aphids. 


WATERING AND CULTIVATION. Gladiolus like plenty of water. 
During dry spells the ground should be thoroughly soaked about once 
a week. Watering will result in taller spikes, larger blooms and bet- 
ter developed bulbs. This is particularly noticeable in our field where 
a planting has been extended beyond the end of the sprinkler line. 
Cultivate for weed control only, shallower after growth has started. 


CUTTING BLOOMS—Cut spikes on a slant, using a sharp knife, 
leaving at least four leaves on the plant, so the bulbs will develop 


properly. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE—Ordinarily, bulbs mature about 6 to 
8 weeks after blooming. As the season gets late, they mature faster. 
To hasten growth of bulbs, keep flowers cut. Bulbs must be dug before 
there is danger of the ground freezing hard, and preferably when the 
ground is dry. CUT the foliage close to the bulb as soon as dug. Cure 
the bulbs well and when dry, (about three or four weeks) remove the 
old bulb, roots, etc. Store in a cool room, free from danger of freezing. 
Dust with 5% D.D.T. dust for thrip control.
